PBOVIDBNOIÍ, R. I., April 7.—John W. 
Davis (dem.) is elected governor by 973 
majority. 
There is no eleotion for 
lieutenant governor or secretary of state. 
Ziba O. Slocum (dem.) is elected attor- 
ney general by 2,ül8 majority and J. G. 
Perry (dem.) general treasurer by 
2 , 6 0 9 
majority. 
The majority against the 
woman suffrage amendment is 15,123. 
In this city the entire democratic assem- 
bly ticket is elected. The senate stands: 
Republicans, 19; democrats, 12; and 
there was no election in five cases. The 
house will comprise twenty-seven re- 
publicans and thirty-three democrats, 
with twelve districts yet to be heard 
from.

The Labor and Prohibition Tote. 


NEW 
YORK, April 7.—The 
World 
editorially says: "It is impossible now 
to foresee what effect these two remark- 
able powers, prohibition and labor, will 
have on the old political organizations 
in fnture elections. It is certain that 
the growing prohibition element can 
never again be chained to the chariot 
wheels of the republican machine, but it 
is both possible and probable that the 
democratic party may see the labor ele- 
ment, with which real democracy has 
always been in sympathy, running a sep- 
arate ticket for the presidency next year. 
Remembering the 68,000 votes cast in 
this city alone, for Henry George, last 
November, can the democrats hope for 
success in 1888 without a majority of 
the labor vote?"

THE FIRST GUN. 


Canadian Cruiser Fires on an Amer- 
ican Tessei in the Fishing 
Water. 


ST. JOHN, N . B., April 7.—The fish- 
ing cruiser Vigilant, when setting out of 
Beaver harbor a few days ago, signaled 
an American fishing vessel within the 
three mile limit, and evidently after 
bait. 
The Vigilant gave chase and 
gained on the "Yankee," who refused to 
heave to, even when a blank shot was 
fired. 
The chase was continued, but 
the American vessel soon gained the 
line and was safe. 
This is the first gun

M. Roberts, a friend of Cri 
der, demanded the money of the stake 
holder, and seizing it, took to flight, 
followed by the Decatur people, who 
tried to shoot him. He escaped. Brown's 
friends are frended, and claim to have 
been robbed of $10,000.

arrested for attempting to shoot.

He was dressed in the prison garb, but 
was barefooted and had no overcoat. 
The weather was rery cold, and, thinly 
clad and barefooted, he had all he 
could do to keep from freezing, but, by 
stopping every few minutes to rub his 
feet, he followed the road till about 
daylight, when he went into the woods 
to hide. 
He dared not show him- 
self, fearing he would be arrested as 
soon as his prison garb was seen. He 
remained in the woods all day Sunday, 
but had to keep moving to keep from 
freezing. Sunday night he again took 
the road and Monday he kept in the 
wood without rest, knowing if he slept 
he would freeze to death. 
Monday 
night he reached Pawtucket, and there 
he obtained an old pair of shoes, a coat 
and hat, and discarded his prison suit, 
and had a night's rest in a barn, and 
then went to Providence, whei«- he was 
recaptured. I t seems a wonder that P 
person ooul^ remain out of doors iorty- 
eigjht hours, barefooted and thinly 
clad, in the extreme cold, without bis 
inff frostbitt«»

Something Whicb Teachers May D*. 


What a School Once Accomplished. 
President White, recently of Cornell 
university, has contributed to The Forum 
au account of his early education, in the 
course of which he laments that he had 
so little help in selecting books to read 
when he was a boy. 
Many thousands of 
boys and girls, at this moment, need just 
such help. 
Books were never before so 
abundant or so cheap as they are now, 
and children are bev^dered by the mass 
from which they are sometimes called to 
select. 


Others, again, have no acc€^ to good 
books at all beyond those which they 
study at school. 
Witjiin a few miles of 
the metroix)lis of New England, there are 
hundreds of boys and girls who are good 
scholars at school, who can do all the 
hard sums, and spell most of the hard 
words, and yet have never so much as 
seen the good and gneat books of juvenile 
literature; no, not even Robinson Crusoe 
or the Swiss Family Robinson. 


Do teachers know how easy it is to 
found a good and growing school library? 
It will found itself if the teachers will 
but take charge of the movement, and 
keep all the power over it in their own 
hands. A teacher who pointed with 
some pride to a nice collection of boolos 
in a corner of her school room, all neatly 
covered with brown paper, was asked, 
"How did you do it?" 
She replied, in 
substance: 


First, we got a lUtle help from a good 
natured carpenter In knocking 
together 
some pine shelves, <vhich he also showed 
lis how to stain a rich brown color. 
Then 
I myself bought lour quires of brown 
paper, and asked the scholars to begin the 
library by a gift of books. 


"We all gave some books; the minister 
gave some; some of the parents sent a 
basketful; one liberal gentleman, hearing 
of our scheme, contributed $5; a lady 
sent us $2; a paragraph in the local news- 
paper brought us forty-two volumes, 
nearly all of which were suitable to our 
purpose. In a few days we had, after 
rejecting several as not desirable for 
young readers, 110 good, interesting, at- 
tractive volumes. 


•'I then said to the school, 'All may 
take out oooks once a week for reading 
^¿t home who pay ten cents per term of 
^ n weeks for the increase of the library.' 
Our success has been most signal, and 
nothing has ever done so much to in- 
crease the children's interest in their 
school as the school library." 


One cent a week from each pupil pays 
the whole charge of maintaining and in- 
creasing this library, which, of course, 
remains the property of the school. One 
special advantage of the plan is that the 
teachers, and the teachers alone, decide 
upon the suitableness of the books, and 
thus, as President White suggests, afford 
to the whole school that "kindly direc- 
tion" in the choice of their reading which 
young x^eople peculiarly need.—Youth'« 
Companion. 


A Revolution In Heating^. 


Isaac Smead, of Toledo, O., has just 
patented a scheme for heating that 
promises to be revolutionary. 
Mr. Smead 
says that he can convert a thirty cent 
barrel of crude oil into as much heat as is 
derived ordinarily from six tons of bitu- 
minous coal. 
The principle is simple. A 
pan is to be constructed to take the place 
of grate bars in an ordinary furnace, un- 
der boilers and heating apparatus. In 
this pan a small quantity of water is al- 
lowed to stand, the supply of which is 
maintained through a pipe. 
In the cen- 
ter of the pan a small jet of oil is fur- 
nished from a reservoir near by. 
The oil 
spreads over the surface of the water and 
is consumed as fast as desired. 
Air is 
supplied from numerous orifices in the 
pan above the water and oil line, and 
when oil and air are supplied in proper 
quantities the heat becomes intense, and 
far surpasses the hottest furnace fired 
with coal or gas. 
The smallest quantity 
of oil is required.—Boston Transcript. 


Peanuts and Sumac. 


In a talk the other day with ex-Gov- 
emor Cameron, of Virginia, he referred 
to two large industries of his state by 
saying that Virginia raises more peanuts 
than wheat and that sumac gathering has 
Assumed a leading position as an indus- 
try. 
The sumac grows wild and is gath- 
ered by the colored people at a time of the 
year when they have nothing else to do. 
^ e y pick the blossoms in great bags 
which they carry to the cities where the 
sumac is dried and pulverized for chemi- 
cal and medicinal uses. 
At Petersburg, 
Va., which is the center of the sumac 
growth, the production amounts to $1,- 
000,000 a year.—New York Tribune.
